GROWTH OF CHICAGO, 

The papers of New York city are exceed- 
ingly jubilant over the fact that the new Direc- 
tory of that city contains 7,521 more names 
and business firms than the Directory of lagt 
year. This“ says one of the aforesaid papers 
is a most gratifying evidence of progress and 
“‘ prosperity, and is of itself sufficient to show 
the amazing recuperative power which New 
“York possesses. That addition represents 
“an i.crease of families or business establish- 
“ments within the year of over five per cent. In 
“other words, it requires to-day 7,621 dwel- 
linge, tenements. er business houses to ac- 
“commodate the populatfon of New York, 
“more than were requisite last year.” The 
whole number of names and firms in the New 
York Directory is 147,325, and they are to the 
total population of the city as one to four and- 
a-half. 

The of Chicago, recently pub- 
lished by D. B. Cooke & Co., contains about 
6,000 more names and firms than that of last 

year. The whole number of name firms 
this year is about 35,000, showing the increase 
of population within twelve months to have 
been over twenty per cent. The same ratio 
between the names and firms and div Wil 
population of New York, if applied to Chica- 
go, would give 157,500 as our present popula 
tion. This is something more. than we claim, 
but the facts and the comparison prove. that, 
even under the depressing influences of the 
past twelve months, the growth of Chicago 
has been almost as wonderful as of old, and 
‘that our total population is fully up to what it 
is estimated to be by the most sanguine. 
These facts will also serve to dispel the aston- 
ishment expressed by casual visitors to our 
city on account of the vast amount of building 
which lias been in progress any time during 
the last twelve months.

Col. K. D. Baker, foriaerly a citizen of this 
State, has receited the Republican nomination 
for Congress from the Southeru Distriet of Call.

Cobden’s Elevation to the Ministry, 
From the N. I. Evening Post.) 

Cobden’s accession to the Treasury bench, 
should he accept the post tendered him, will 
constitute as remarkable a revolutionin Enghsh 
politics as anything which has happened since 
the passage of the Reform bill, and it may be 
said that it is the first evidence which the Re- 
form bill has given of direct, palpable and un- 
disguised influence upon the government of the 
country. 

To know what a change it indicates one needs 
to know how obnoxious Cobden has made him- 
self throughout his whole career on the territe- 
rial aristocracy, and how thoroughly that aris. 
tocracy had possessed themselves of all real 
power ‘when he first entered on public life. It 
is his political career, in short, far more than his 
soeial position, which makes his recent eleva- 
tion extraordinary. There is no country in 
which an aristocracy exists at all, in which low- 
liness of birth or the absence of forturie const i- 
tute less of a barrier to a certain kind of suc- 
eess than in England. A man who makes his 
own way in the world certainly does not stan 
half as good a chance of leading the House of 
Commons as if he begun life with an Earl for 
his father, and £50,000 for personal expenses; 
but that with patience, industry and talent he’ 
may reach all but the highest olitical places, 
there are numerous instances: Israeli is one; 
Macaulay is another, and the ranks of the bar 
furnisi: innumerable examples of the same kind. 
But it is impossible to discover an instance in 
which the golden gutes of the temple were ever 
opened to an humble aspirer who had not 
learned in his upward journey to speak the lan- 
guage and think the thoughts of those at whose 
side he wished to sit. Old habits, old associa 
tions, old modes of looking at thin 8, old ways 
of manipulating public questions have always 
had to be repudiated fully and frankly. D'Isra- 
eli began life by the side of Jo seph Hume, an 
uncompromising radical, but there be would 
have remained to this day if he had not change 
histune.

In half an hour the Aus- 
trian colors were hoised at the guard- house, and 
and a patrol threatened the mob to fire if they 
did not leave the passage free. The hisses as 
well as the crowd having increased, the people 
were summoned to disperse. They did so, but 
continned to bias. The crowd increased, and | 
saw well-dressed men excite the people to con- 
tinue. At 7 o'clock matters became more se- 
rious; the patrol was insulted under my win- 
dows, and. after further warning, the soldiers 
knocked down some of the people with the butt 
end of their muskets.

The Secretary of War is soon to order a new 
trial of ordnance, at Fortress Monroe. Several 
new guns, shells, 4, are to be tried under the 
observation of a shitable board of officers. 
Among other guns,the rifle-cannon invented 
by ex-Senator General Charles T. James, is to 
be experimented with, The experiments with 
this new arm at Governor's Island and at 
Springtield, Mass., seem to warrant a trial where 
a greater range can be had.

rigged; the paddle boxes are the engines 
nearly finished ; bulwarks and decks com lete ; 
and a whole army of workmen are busily en- 

aged getting forward’ her internal fittings. 

Such an amount of progress, when judged by 
other ships, may appear to be no great matter, 
but when we reflect a moment on the details, 
and find that the deck alone requires eightecu 
niles of five inch planking to cover it, that the 
paddle boxes are of rolled iron, that each con- 
tains 24,00 cubie feet, and is equal in — to a
